DISCONTENTED

City Council Took No Final

The matter was debated at 5 th, but

no action wans taken, the réy. st being

roferred fo the fire committes.

A\ sliding seale of wages is now opera-
tive among the rogular men of the fire
department, exeepting in the case of the
chief, who receives £1500 a year; and,
by the way, the new chief, Arthur G
Preble Quiney, Mass., was sworn in
vesterday. The lowest wages paid the
regulinrs is 820,54 per week, and the high-
eal s $24.33; and the men are getting
{one duy off in seven, There are eight
regulars on the staff, and the eommumni-
cation presented last night was sigmed
by six of them

That communication wasg as follows:
“We beg to call to your attention the
| seemingly low senle of wages which is

being paid to thesmembers of the fire de-
| partment of vour oity. The members of
the said department unanimously believe
that & minimum of at least $24 per week
and ove day off in five would be more
comsistent with the present scale of
wages paid in other branches and also
Yartinlly coincide with the present high
¢f living. Trusting that you will
give the matier your earliest possible
attention, we remsin, John Downs, Peter
Purichelll, John Emslie, W. B. Robbins,
Edward Barrett, C. C. Mears."

After the reading of the communica-
tion, Alderman Loranger divulged the in-
formation that the dissatisfaction over
pay wes not confined merely to the fire
department, as the police were desirous
| of more wages.

Mas€or Glysson al once declared he
understood that the arrangements which
recently were made regarding the wages
in the fire department would be satisfac-
tory; and Alderman Beott said that such

was his understanding. Alderman Me-
| Millian expressed @ similar idea, but he
added: “l am not at all surprised that
the ngreement is tumbling over, as they
are tumbling over all over the country.”
